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The amendment received 8/30/05 has been entered and claims 1, 3, 6, 12, 13 
are currently pending in this application. Please confirm the continuing information in 
the specification has been updated and copies of the two IDS's received 4/24/00 and 
7/11/00 have been received by applicants.

This Office Action is made non-final due to the 
addition of a new reference. Claims 1, 3, 13 containing the limitation of "no aprotinin is 
added to the specimen" are allowable. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 6 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the combination of each of Lindberg and Clerico in view of Flynn. 
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The teachings of Lindberg and Clerico are shown in the Office Action of 7/5/05. 

The claims differ from each of Lindberg and Clerico in that the references teach 
atrial natriuretic peptide where the present claims are directed to brain natriuretic 
peptides. It is noted that the present claims do not exclude the addition of stabilizing 
agents such as aprotinin. 

Flynn (5,057,495) entitled "Atrial Hypotensive Peptide" teaches in column 2 last 
paragraph, ANP is both analogous and homologous to BNP. In column 5 line 42, 
aprotinin was added to the extract containing ANP. In column 9 last full paragraph, it is 
possible BNP occurs in tissues other than the brain. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in this art at the time the 
invention was made to stabilize BNP as shown by Flynn in view of the method taught by 
the primary references that teach determining ANP in containers of silicon and plastics 
because Flynn teaches the chemical similarity between ANP and BNP. Any degree of 
resulting degradation would be inherent in the process.
